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PREFACE. 



That the Psalms do not occupy the high place in 
the public worship and private devotions of God's 
people which they once did, is painfully apparent 
They have of late, especially, been forced to give 
way to the use of the hymns of iminspired men. 
How are we to account for this change ? In the 
opinion of many, the disuse of the Psalms is greatly 
owing to the want of a good metrical version. The 
author of this translation, sharing in this very 
general opinion, and being impressed with the 
propriety and importance of giving the Psalms the 
very front place in the worship of (Jod, has made 
an effort to supply what has long been a felt want. 
This he has attempted to do, notwithstanding the 
general and repeated failure of those who have 
preceded him in this field. It may seem pre- 
sumptuous in one unknown to fame to undertake 
the difficult task, seeing that some of the many who 
have tried it^ and failed, have "beeii msn ol tl'^^v*^ 
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and name in the literary world. But as ' the race 
is not to the swift, nor the battle to the strong/ 
he is not without hope of having succeeded, in 
part at least, where others have not. Indeed, if 
he did not honestly entertain the belief that he 
has made some advance on his predecessors, he 
should not certainly come before the public, as he 
now does, with the fruit of his labour ; for there 
is, he apprehends, already more than enough of 
useless books in the world, and of this kind in 
particular. But with a discerning public he leaves 
it to decide. If they pronounce favourably, he 
will, of course, be gratified, and be thankful to 
God for having enabled him, in some humble 
measure, to 'subserve the interests of Messiah's 
kingdom, and wiU be encouraged to go forward 
to the completion of his task. But if their judg- 
ment be adverse, he will, he trusts, bow to it in a 
spirit of submission ; and, while withdrawing with 
his work into the obscurity of retirement, will still 
desire, and pray fervently to God that He woidd 
yet, in his mercy, raise up one qualified to give to 
the church and the world a poetic version, in our 
language, of this precious and beautiful portion of 
the Scriptures, clothed in a garb somewhat befit- 
ting its high excellence. 

The author's plan has been to give a double 
tmoBlation of the whole of the Psalms. First, 
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entirely in common metre ; second, whoDy again 
in misceUaneons metres. The first, in common 
metre, he has completed ; but with the second he 
has advanced, it will be seen, only to the fiftieth 
Psalm. If what he has done meet with general 
approbation, he intends, God willing, to complete 
the second version to the end of the Psalms. This 
plan of a double translation has, he conceives, 
several recommendations in its favour. Firsts The 
common measure, allowing the minimum use of 
rhyming words in a stanza, without much, if any, 
detriment to the musical ring in reading, has 
enabled him, by this partial removal of the 
shackle, to give a more literal and exact rendering 
of the words of the prose Psalms of our English 
version, than otherwise he coidd possibly have 
done. Second, Common metre being a general 
favourite in our language, there are more tunes 
set to it than to any other ; and, as many people can 
sing a common metre tune who cannot sing any, 
or many besides, it woidd be a pity to disappoint 
such of being able to sing, or hum to themselves, 
their favourite Psalm or Psalms, by finding them 
in a measure beyond their musical powers. Thirds 
The translation in miscellaneous metres is designed 
to meet the requirements of those musical profi- 
cients who complain, and justly, of some versions, • 
that, owingr to the small variety m ^'eoi tm^^. 
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. afford^ at the same time, 'strong meat' adapted 
for those ' who are of full age, even those who, 
by reason of use, have their senses exercised to 
discern both good and eviL' 

FovHhy While the petitions which we oflfer to 
God in hymns are right or wrong just as they are 
based or not on the Scriptures, and to discover 
which requires some pre-consideration ; the Psalms 
are not only free from aU dubiety of this kind, but 
the petitions which they express are aU promises 
as well as petitions ; for what (Jod authorizes us 
to pray for, He, in effect, promises to give. 

Fifth, While hjinns touch on but a few phases 
of the spiritual life, and in general but feebly, the 
Psalms deal with them all, and that with a master 
hand, especially with those which concern us 
most, assigning to each its proper place and im- 
portance. Our warfare life is, for instance, very 
fully brought out and dwelt on, and that with 
such persistent and uncompromising opposition to 
the foe as to lead superficial readers, who, in their 
poor and blind view of the subject, suppose that it 
was mere mortal men that David warred with, to 
impute to him feelings of unchristian vindictive- 
ness. But David, ' being a prophet, and knowing 
that Qoi had sworn with an oath to him, that of 
the fruit of his loins, according to the flesh, he 
would raise up Christ to ait on his throne; he. 
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seeing this before, spake/ in those imprecatory 
psalms which he penned, of the enemies of the King 
Anointed, and of the foes of His subjects, and not 
of fellow-men, except in so far as they were obsti- 
nately leagued in this unholy alliance with them, in 
which case they should, of course, meet the same 
&te. Any hostility less determined and sincere 
than hifl against such foes woidd be disloyalty to 
the King of Heaven, would be a confounding of sin 
with holiness, right with wrong, light with dark- 
ness, death with life. He says, * Mine eye hath 
seen its desire upon its enemies;' but ' this kind of 
satisfiekction in the execution of God's threatenings 
is siniiil only when combined with selfish malig- 
nity. Apart fix)m this corrupt admixture, it is 
inseparable from conformity of will and coincidence 
of judgment with God. The same kind and degree 
of acquiescence which is felt by holy angels in 
heaven may surely be expressed by saints on 
earth, especially in their collective capacity as a 
church, in whose name the Psalmist is here speak- 
ing, Itnd not merely in his own or that of any 
other individual.' Again, Praise — cheerful praise 
to God — is another duty which is prominently 
exemplified in the Psalms; a duty which we 
modems but poorly, alas I and coldly perform. 

Sixth, While hymns but dimly and Tm.(^i\.^^ai&:^ 
poortraj the glonea of Messiah's 'kmgdioixi \el \5u^ 
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fulness and beauty, the Psalms freely and fully 
expatiate on this bright theme. 

SeveTUh, While the excellence of the best of 
hynms on any subject on which they treat is but 
limited, and is easily apprehended, we have, in 
reference to the Psalms, as of the rest of Grod's 
word, to say with the Psalmist, after examining 
man's highest and greatest efforts, 'I have seen 
an end of all perfection ; but thy commandment is 
exceeding broad.' 'The fairest productions of 
human wit, after a few perusals, like gathered 
flowers, wither in our hands, and lose their fra- 
grancy ; but these unfading plants of paradise be- 
come, as we are accustomed to them, still more^ 
and more beautiful, their blbom appears to be 
daily heightened, fresh odours are emitted, and 
new sweets are extracted from them. He who 
hath once tasted their excellence wiU desire to 
taste them yet again; and he who tastes them 
oftenest wiU relish them best.' 

II. — A bond of v/ndon rums through the Book of 

Psalms. 

'The most miscellaneous of the sacred books, 

containing a himdred and fifty compositions, each 

complete in itself, and varying in length, from two 

sentences (Pa, cxvii.) to a hundred and seventy-

six (Ps. cxix.), as well as in subject, style, and 

tone^ the work of many authors, and of different 

ages, so that a superficial reader might be tempted 

to regard it as a random or fortuitous collection of 

unconnected and incongruous materials. A closer 

inspection shows, however, that this heterogeneous 

mass is not without a bond of union ; that these 

hundred and fifty independent pieces, different as 

they are, have this in common, that they are all 

poetical, not merely imaginative and expressive of 

feeling, but stamped externally with that peculiar 

character of parallelism, which distinguishes the 

higher style of Hebrew composition from ordinary 

prose. A still more mark^ resemblance is, that 

they are not only poetical but lyrical, i.e. songs — 

poems intended to be sung, and with a musical 

accompaniment. Thirdly, they are all religious 

lyrics, even those -which seem at first sight the 

most secular in theme and spirit, but which are 

all found, on inquiry, to be strongly expressive of 

religious feeling. In the fourth place, they are all 

ecclesiastical lyrics — psalms or hjrmns intended 

to be permanently used in public worship, not 

excepting those which bear the clearest impress of 

original connection with the social, domestic, or 

personal relations and experience of the writers.'

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III. — The Ckristology of the Psalms. 

The objection raised by some to the use of the 
Psahns as a book or manual of praise in the Chris- 
tian dispensation, that Christ and the work of re- 

* demption are not therein fully and dearly enough 
revealed, is surely held without good reason. 
' There can be no doubt,' says one, ' that Christ, 
the centre of revelation, is the centre of the 
Psalms. In Him all the lines of revelation meet. 
He is the animating Spirit of the Bible. This 
portion of the volume of the Book pulsates with 
Christ as its life. Although we are not to look^ 
into every psalm for distinct reference to the 
"seed of the woman," yet, taking this inspired 
book as a whole, the grand central figure in it is 
the Lord Jesus Christ' Another says, 'In the 
language of this divine book, the prayers and 
praises of the church have been offered up to the 
throne of grace from age to age. And it appears 
to have been the manual of the Son of God in the 
days of His flesh, who, at the conclusion of His last 
supper, is generally supposed, and that upon good 
grounds, to have sung a hymn taken from it, who 
pronoimced on the cross the beginning of the 
twBDty'Second Psalm, " My (Jod I my God ! why 

Aast Thou forsaken me ?" and ei^ipk^dmtlio. part of 
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tie thirty-first psalm in His mouth, "Into Thy 
hands I commend my spirit." Thus He who had 
not the Spirit by measure, in whom were hidden 
all the treasures of wisdom and knowledge, and 
who spake as never man spake, yet chose to con* 
dude His life, to solace himself in His greatest 
agony, and at last to breathe out His soul, in the 
Psalmisf s form of words rather than His own. No 
tongue of man or angel, as Dr. Hammond justly 
observes, can convey a higher idea of any book, 
and of their felicity who use it aright' 

The testrmony of the New Testament itself is 
clear on this point : ' Search the Scriptures ; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life : and they are 
they which testify of me.' What Scriptures had 
they at this time to search but those of the Old 
Testament, and the Psalms in particular? 'He 
expoimded unto them in all the Scriptures the 
things concerning himself.' Again, He said unto 
them, ' These are the words which I spake imto 
you, while I was yet with you, that all things 
must be fulfilled which were written in the law of 
Moses, and in the prophets, and in the Psalms, 
concerning me.' Finally, it is reiterated, as with a 
flash of light, ia the concluding portion of the 
Apocalypse, ' The testimony of Jesus is the spirit 
of prophecy.' ' In a word,' says Eislho^ liw^^^ ^ 
* there is not a page in the Book oi ^^iXsoa. \sx 
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which the pious reader will not find his Saviour 
if he reads with a view of finding Him ; and ii 
was but a just encomium of it that came from the 
pen of one of the early fathers, that it is a com- 
plete system of divinity, for the use and edification 
of the common people of the Christian church/ 

The objection, that the. Psalms in general refei 
exclusively to David, is thus disposed of by the 
same author : ' The Psalms appear to be compo- 
sitions of various authors, in various ages — some 
much more ancient than the times of King Davidj 
some of a much later age. Of many David him- 
self was undoubtedly the author ; and that those 
of his composition were prophetic, we have David's 
own authority, which may be allowed to over- 
power a host of modem expositors. For thus King 
David, at the close of his life, describes himself 
and his sacred songs : " David the son of Jesse 
said, and the man who was raised up on high, 
the anointed of the God of Jacob, and the sweet 
psalmist of Israel, said. The Spirit of Jehovah spake 
by me, and His word was in my tongue." It was 
the word, therefore, of Jehovah's Spirit which was 
uttered by David's tongue. But, it should seem, 
the Spirit of Jehovah would not be wanting to 
enable a man to make complaint of his own ene- 
inies, to describe his own sufferings just as he felt 
tbem, and his own escapes j\\a\i «*a \j\vfe^ happened. 
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But the Spirit of Jehovah described by David's 
utterance what was known to that Spirit only, and 
that Spirit only conld describe. So that, if David 
be allowed to have had any knowledge of the sub- 
ject of his own compositions, it was nothing in his 
own life, but something put into his mind by the 
Holy Spirit of Gk)d ; and the misapplication of the 
Psalms to the literal David, has done more nus- 
chief than the misapplication of any other parts of 
the Scriptures among those who profess the belief 
of the Christian rdigion.' Another writer has 
said: 'By substituting Messiali for David, the 
gospel for the law, the Christian church for that 
of Israel, and the enemies of the one for those of 
the other, the Psalms are made our own. Nay, 
they are with more fulness and propriety applied 
now to the substance, than they were of old to 
the " shadow of good things then to come." * 



IV.— 1%^ Poetry of Holy Writ. 

The following extract from an essay of Joseph 
AddiaofCa, applies to the poetry of Holy Writ in 
general, but to that of the Psalms especially. It 
is given here as showing the opinion of a compe- 
tent judge as to the possibility of tiai^ai^Traj^ ^^ 
beauties of the Hebrew into out T;xv^i^ Xov^Jgofc*

'There is,' he says, 'a certain ooldheBS and in- 
difference in theiAiases of our EciqpeanlangnageB 
when they ai« compared with the oriental farms 
of speech ; and it happens, yexy faiekily, that the 
Hebrew idioms mn into the English tongue with 
a particular grace and beauty. Our langnage has 
received innumerable elegancies and improyementft 
fiom that infusion of Hebraisms which are deriyed 
to it out of the poetical passages in Holy Writ. 
They give a force and eneigy to our expression^ 
warm and animate our language, and CQuvey our 
thoughts in more ardent and intense phrases than any 
that are to be met with in our own toi^e. There 
is something so pathetic in this kind of diction, that 
it often sets the mind in a flame, and makes our 
hearts bum within us. How cold and dead does 
a prayer appear that is composed in the most ele- 
gant and polite forms of speech which are natural 
to our tongue, when it is not heightened by that 
solemnity of phrase which may be drawn from the 
sacred writings ! It has been said by some of the 
ancients, that if the gods were to talk with men, 
they would certainly speak in Plato's style ; but I 
think we may say with justice, that when mortals 
converse with their Creator, they cannot do it in 
so proper a style as in that of the Holy Scripture. 
'It any one would judge of the beauties of poetry 
that are to be met with in ttie diVviafc ^NTaJGcasa&.^ad 
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examine how kindly the Hebrew manners of speech 
mix and incorporate with the English language, 
after having perused the Book of Psalms, let him 
lead a literal translation of Horace or Pindar. He 
will find in these two last such an absurdity and 
Gonfdsion of style, with such a comparative poverty 
of imagination, as will make him v^y sensible of 
what I have been here advancing. 

* Since we have, therefore, such a treasury of 
words, so beautiful in themselves, and so proper 
for the airs of music, I cannot but wonder that 
persons of distinction should give so little attention 
and encouragement to that kind of music which 
would have its foundation in reason, and which 
would improve our virtue in proportion as it raised 
our delight.'

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1 T7IRET not thyself to ire, when thoi

Nor be thou envious at those 
who work iniquity. 

2 Because they shall be soon cut down 

like the decaying grass. 
And like the green herb, withering, 
away shall also pass. 

3 But trust thou in the Lord thy God, 

and evermore do good ; 
And so thou in the land shalt dwell, 
and verily have food. 

4 Also delight thyself with joy 

in God the Lord ; and so 
That which in heart thou dost .desire 
he shall on thee bestow. 

5 Commit thy way unto the Lord ; 

give him thy trust entire ; 
And he shall surely bring to pass 
that which thou dost desire. 

6 Yea, he shall bring thy righteousness 

forth as the shining light. 
Shall also make thy judgment clear 
as noonday to the sight. 

7 Rest in the Lord, and patiently 

wait for him, day \)y ^^^ \ 
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Fret not thyself because of him 

who prosp'reth in his way. 
Nay, do not fret thyself because 

of the successful man, 
Who brings the wicked purposes 

to pass which he doth plan. 

8 Cease from an angry spirit, cease, 

wrath carefully eschew ; 
Fret not thyself in anywise, 
that thou should'st evil do. 

9 For those shall surely be cut off

For yet a little while, and lo I 
the wicked shall not be ;
